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Sa TIMEN’S REPORT. 


By an Act passed by the Legislature, towns were authorized by 
a majority vote to exempt from taxation all sums of money loaned 
the town by residents, provided the rate of interest does not ex- 
ceed 5 per cent. If the town votes to do this it will save a yearly 
interest of one per cent. on all sums hired of residents, which 
amounts to some $14,000,—one per cent. on this amount will make 
$140; while if you vote to tax this sum, every dolar will be drawn 
and invested where it cannot be taxed, putting the town to the 
trouble aud expense of hiring the same amount of parties living 
out of town and paying cne per cent. more forit. We have con- 
sulted with several of the resident creditors in relation to this mat- 
ter, and most of them express a willingness to let it remain, pro- 
viding it is not taxed. 

By hireing money at 5 and 6 per cent., we have succecded in 
paying all notes bearing a high rate of interest, thus making a 
yearly saving of some $85. 

The highest rate of interest now paid is 6 per cent. 

As a matter of economy, it is advisable that the Town House be 
repaired. It will be better to do this now than to be compelled in 
a few years to run in debt tor a new house which necessarily will 
cost some $2500. It can be repaired at comparatively small ex- 
pense, thus not only preserving a building that will be uscful to 
the town, but one of great historical interest, it being the jirst Free 
Will Baptist church ever erected. 

Your attention is also called to the importance of having a fire 
proof vault constructed, where the town records can be safely de- 
posited. Such a vault can be built in the Town House at an ex- 
pense of abont $100, which would be much cheaper than a safe, 
and would secure the papers equally as well. 

The Nutter case was settled in: accordance with a vote of the 
town atits meeting in December. 

The Ham case was settled by Nathaniel Ham giving a mortgage 
of his farm as security for the note. We suggest the propriety of 
letting it remain as it now stands, as the town is well secured. © 

The Brooks case was carried before a full Bench, and a trial by 
jury was denied the town; consequently we were compelled to pay 
the damages awarded Mr. Brooksby Reteree, amounting to $52.40, 
Mr. Brooks states that his horse was injured on the Quaker Road, 
in December, 1874, and claims that the town is liable, owing to a 
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defect in the road. Mr. Brooks says he will settle the case for $30. 
We made inquiries in relation to the case and learned that the Sur- 
veyor was not aware that the road was not suitable for safe travel, 
it being the first snow, and we thought it advisable to lay the case 


before the town. 
The Boody trial commenced December 20th, and lasted two 


days. The Referee was compelled by prior engagements to ad- 
journ before the trial was completed. but it is expected that the 
trial will be resumed in a short time. The case is very complicated, 
and has required much time and expense to prepare the accounts 
for trial. In adjusting the various claims against Mr. Boody, the 
Referee must necessarily decide whether the town is liable for the 
$50 which Mr. Boody drew from Hiram W. Edgerly, as Treasurer, 
and also whether the town is holden to James A. Miller for the 
amount he paid in over and above the amount of his tax list. 
We notified all parties, against whom the town holds notes, 
that the town voted to collect all notes due the town on or before 
February Ist, 1876. Richard Miller has paid his, and the others 
remain unpaid. James Canney states that his note was given for 


taxes that he could not collect, and the Selectmen desired him to 
give a note for the amount, with the understanding that if the 
taxes were not collected the note should be void; and he asks the 
town to release him from the obligation, as he deems it unjust, and 
-also has not the means to pay it. ‘he Joseph M. Boody note was 
given in payment for the note originally gived by his father for 
uncollected taxes, and it appears that he was illegally chosen as 
Collector, and consequently was directed not to collect by distraint 
but by persuasion. He collected the entire list exeept $50, for 
which he gave his note, on which Joseph M. Boody subsequently 
paid $26, and he now thinks as the taxes were never collected, that 
it is unjust for him to pay the balance and asks the town to release 
him from the obligation. The J. H. Downing & Co. notes have 
not yet been collected, but the Commissioner of Bankruptcy states 
that they will probably be paid in full. J.T. Berry, L. R. Sum- 
ner.and Iva 8. Ricker state that they will pay their notes immedi-. 
ately. A note held by Caroline 'I’. Miller. dated Nov. Sth, 1872, 
amounting to $86.76, has not been put into the liabilities of the 
town since it was issued. ‘This note was erased on the note book, 
consequently the Selectmen knew nothing about it until it was 
presented for payment. Alsoanote held by Thomas Brackett, 
amounting to $156.70, was accidentally omitted in last year’s Re- 
port. ‘The above amounts decrease the reduction of the debt this 
year $243.46; but for the above omittals, and the large road bills 
and lawsuit bills, a much larger reduction of the town debt would 
have been made.
